A Paper put in by the Commiſsioners of Scotland, 
concerning the laſt VOTES of the ; 
 Hoxſeef COMMONS. 


Right Honourable, | | | 
E are informed that by order from both Houſes the King i5 
-lecured in Caresbrook Caſtle, and We have ſeen ſome prin- 

ted Votes of the Houſe of Commons to this effe&t : That they will 
- make no further addrefles or applications to the King; That no ap- 
\plications or addreſſes be made to the King by any perſon whatſ6- 
ever without the leave and approbation of the Houſes : That all 
perſons whatſoever which ſhall make breach of this Order, ſhall in- 
cur the penalty of. high Treaſon : . That they will receive no more 
any Meſſages from the King, and do injoyn that no perſon what- 
ſoever preſume to receive or bring any Meſlage from the King to ei- 
ther or both Houſes of Parliament, or to any other perſon. By 
which,as his Majeſtic is deprived of all comforts of freedom ; fo it 
gives us occafion to ask, Whether it be intended, that it ſhall extend 
to his Majeſties Subjetts of Scotland, to debar ſuch as are warranted 
by the Parliament of Scotland (or others having their authority) from 
free acceſle to, or intercourſe with the King ; or that His Majeſtie 
ſhall behindred from (and ſo made incapable of) the exerciſe of a- 
ny a& of Government in relation to the affairs of that Kingdom : to 
the end we may be enabled from the Anſwer of the Houlepto give 
an account upon our return to Scotland, of His Majeſties condition, 
and the diſcharge of our truſt to the Committee of Eſtates and Par- 
liament there,which 1s to'meet the {ixth of March next ; And wait- 
ing your ſpeedy Anſwer, we reſt

In November 1647. when a Petition was Preſented to 
Houſe of Commons, ſtiling them rhe Supreme Authority 
the Nation, rogether with a printed Paper annexed, entitult 
e-7n eArretmint of the People for a firme and prejent Peg 
«por grounds «f (ommen Rizht, ( which Agrecment, as we hi 
found upon-peruſail of borh,is the ſame for ſubſtance witht 
eAgreement lately, publiſhed ) the Houſe of Commons dide 
clare, tht the matters contained in theic Papers, were Ce 
Quve to the being of Parliaments, anc to the fundamentallG 
vernment of the Kingdom : And aj ponicd' a Ietter to 
wrircen to the Gereral to examine the proccecing of thatl 
fincſle in the Army, and return an 2ccompr thereof tot 
Houſe. And when another Petition directed to the Suptel 
Anthoricy of England, the Commons in England afſembl 
was preſented the 23. of the ſame Moneth,, they voted U 
Petition a ſeditious and contemptuous avowing and profe 
tion of the former Petition and Paper annexed, ftiled an 
greement of the People, formerly adjudged robe delirucie 
the being of Paritaments and fundamentall Government 
the Kirgdom.

And, if notwi 
ſtanding all our earneſt deſires and endeavours to the cout 
ry, the Commons now fitting at Weſtminſter ſhall procce 
therwiſc in ali or any of the particulars aforeſaid; We 
hereby in the name of the Parliament and Kingdom of S 
land diſſent from the ſame;-and ſolemnly protelt, that i 
may be free before God and man, of all the puiltineſſe, eh 
confuſions, miſcrics and calamnirics that may follow there} 
on to theſe diſtracted Kingdomes.
